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A. Declaration of the Lords and

PARLIAMENT. 


F the Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, 


Having taken into ſerious conſideration, the pre- 
ſent State avd Condition of imminent danger, in 
which the Kinzdom now ſtayas, by reaſon of a malignant Par- 
tie, prevailing with His Majeſtie ; putting Him up n violent 
and perillous wayes, and now in Arms 4gaiuſt us, to the hazard- 
ing of His Majeſties Perſon; and for the oppr:{{ on of the true 
Religion, The Laws and L'berties ef this Kingdom, and the 
Power and Priviledge of Parl:amexnt. All which, ew'ry honeſt 
mas is bound to aefend; eſpecially thoſe who have taken the late 
Proteſtation, By which they are more particularly tied unto it, 
and the more auſwerable before God, ſhould they nezlett it : 
Wherefore, we finding our ſelves ingaged in a neceſſity, totake 
up Arms likewiſe, for the defence of theſe, which otherwiſe 
muſt ſuffer and periſh; And having uſed all geod wayes ana 
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medys ts prevent extremities , and preſerve the peace of the 
Kinzdem ( which good indeavours of ours, the malignity 0 
our enemies hath rendered altogether ſucceſſeleſſe and va;n; ) 
Do wow think fit 10 give this accompt unto the World, tobe 4 
£:1:«f action nnto all men, of the juſtice of our proceedings ; and 
4 warning unto thoſe, who are involved in the ſame danger 
with ws, to let them ſee the neceſsity, and duty which lyes pon 
them, 10 ſave themſelves, their Religion, and Conntry ; For 
which parpoſe,. we ſet out 1his enſuing Declaration. 


PREAR MR Hat it appears by the Anſwer which His 
2A FEA Majeſty hath given to the: humble Peti- 
tion tor peace, preſented unto Him by 
both Houſes of Parliament, and thoſe 


in Church and State, is now come to ripencfle; and 
the Contrivers of it, conceive themſclves arrived to 
rat Condition of ſtrength, That they ſhall be able

For, What elſe can be ſignified by the: demanding 
of- Hl, the Fleet, and the Magazine to be immediate- 
ly delivered up, AU our preparations.of force to 
ceaſc, And the defenfive Arms of the Parliament to 
belaia down; And the Parliament to be adiourned to 
another place; then, That we ſhould out of the ſenſe

How farre we were phangedin a miſerable expea- | 
Hon of moſt cviſl dayes, and how fatt this growing 
miſchief prevailed upon us before the Parliament, 
reeds not now be declared, It being ſo freſh and 
bleeding in every mans-memory.

tlleg21, and oppreflive courſes. They who yeilded 
and complied, were countenanced and advanced, 
all others diſgraced and kept under: That ſo mens 
mindes made poor and baſe, and their Liberties loſt 
and gone, "they might be ready to let gortheir Religi- 
on, whenſoever it ſhould be reſolved to alter it: 
which was, and till is the great defigne, and all clfe

When they conceived the way to be ſufficiently 
-prepared, They at laſt reſolved to pur on their Maſter- 
picce in Scotland, (where the ſame merhod bad been 
followed ) and more boldly to unmask themliclves 
in impoſing upon them a Popiſh ſervice Book, for well 
they knew the ſame Fate attended both Kingdoms , 
and Religion could not be altered inthe one, without 
the other. God raiſed the Spirits of that Narion to 
oppoſeit, with lo much zeal and indignation, Thar it

but a Parl:ament here to quench.ir, 


This neceſsity brought on this Parliament, and the 
+4ame necelsity gaveitit the beginnug power, to at 
yiich more vigour and reſolution, thenformer Parlia-

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ments had done, And to ſet upon a Reformation gf. 
the great diſorders, both in the Eccleſiaſtical}, and; 
Civ1ill fare, which drew a more pariicular.etivy, and 
914M upon it, then was utuall to the generalticy. of, 
Parliaments; and was a- cauſe, thatthoſe, who had 
Iwallowed-up in their choughts; our Religion and Li- 
Deities, and now faw themfclves defeared by rhis: 
means, bended all their indeavours, and-railed all, 
their forces to deſtroy it. . x 


Firſt, Whilcſt the. Scottiſh: Army remained here, 
they indeavoured to incenſe the.two N ations, and en- 
oagctheir Armies one againſt the orher, that io fuch a.

greateſt violation of the priviledges of Parliament, 
thatever was attempted , and ſo manifeſt a deſtruQi- 
on of the: right-of the 'SubjeK, which is only pre- 
ſerved by Parliament, That the: City of London took 
a pious and generous Reſolution, to guard the Parlia- 
meant themſelves. Which ſo grieved andenraged thoſe

Let the world row judge, what more could be dorte 
by Us;toen we have done to appeale His Majeftie,and 
regain His Grace and Favour, if (after the preſenting 
of ſuck a Petirion as the laſt was, ſo full of ſubmiſſe, 
oumble, affetionate defire« of Peace, fo full of Dut 
and Loyalry,as we thought malice it ſelf could not have
